Construction in Palm Springs 
during 1952 again topped the 
five million dollar mark. $5,445,­ 
746. but fell below the 1954 total 
of $5,905.011. Building Inspector 
Donald Graham reported. 
December of 1952 was ahead 
of 1951 though as 63 permits 
were issued for construction 
costing $342,517, compared to 49 
permits for $306.709 last year. 
LARGEST AMOUNT last month 
was 16 dwelling permits for 
$213.000. Dwelling additions and 
alterations totalled $24,087, with 
22 permits issued. 
Other authorized building fol­ 
lows: one two-unit apartment 
$15.000; 3 commercial structures 
$39.150 ; 6 commercial additions 
and alterations $12.280 ; 6 hotel 
additions and alterations $13,­ 
000; 5 swimming pools $21.000; 
one guest ranch addition $2000; 
one manufacturing alteration 
$10.000: two club additions and 
alterations $.3000. 
DURING 1952 there were 604 
permits issued, compared to 705 
in 1951. Of these 153 were is­ 
sued for construction of new res­ 
idences, Graham said.
